g eneration^. 
Not the least of the p roblems, m oreover, 
w as hum an doubt, which will continue as 
long as the seaway ex ists.

But the St. Law rence seaw ay is finally a 
reality — one of the g reat achievem ents of 


mankind in the strug g le to create a better 
world. The idea was strong er than all the 
doubts that were raised ag ainst it — strong er 
than all the op p osition that tried to p revent 
its realization. 
The dedication cerem ony broug ht tog ether 
an Eng lish queen who sy mbolizes the p oten­ 
tialities of g overnment by consent and Amer­ 
ican p resident who sy mbolizes the p otentiali­ 
ties of g overnment by election. 
The cerem ony was held in a p lace sy mbolic 
of the p eace that has ex isted between the

President Eisenhower’s veto of 
the wheat and tobacco bills illus­ 
trates the dilem m a of Sen. Ly n­ 


don B. Johnson, leader of the Sen­ 


ate Democrats. 
Johnson and his fellow Tex an. 
Sp eaker Sam Ray burn, leader of 
the House Dem ocrats, were able 
to m uster enoug h votes, but only 
a m ajority , to p ass the two bills 
which they knew beforehand E i­ 
senhower didn’t like. 
But to re-p ass them over a p resi­ 
dential veto requires a two-thirds 
vote of both houses, far harder 
to g et than a simp le m ajority and 
in this situation p ractically im ­ 
p ossible. 
Therefore, 
Eisenhower’s 
veto 
Thursday nig ht just about m eans 
no new wheat or tobacco p rog ram s 
this y ear. 
In both houses the Democrats 
have a hug e m ajority over the 
Rep ublicans: 64 to 34 in the Sen­ 
ate; 283 to 153 in the House. But 
in neither house do the Dem ocrats 
have two-thirds of the m em ber­ 
ship . 
For that, they would need 66 sen­ 
ators, or two m ore than they have, 
and 290 House m em bers, or seven 
m ore than they have. So even if 
Dem ocrats voted solidly , and they 
seldom do, they ’d still need Re­ 
p ublican help to override a veto. 
Thus Eisenhower, althoug h his 
Rep ublicans are badly outnum ber­ 
ed, has in his threat of a veto a 
m ig hty weap on to p ush the Demo­ 
cratic leadership into shap ing leg ­ 
islation into a form accep table to 
him. 
This is an amazing situation, 
p articularly in view of this fact:

“ on ap p lication,” etc., the federal 
g overnment should p rovide internal 
security ag ainst the “ domestic viol- 
lence” inherent in teaching that 
g overnment should be overthrown 
by force or violence, 
which is 
Communism. 
But the m ore im p ortant stricture 
of this section is that <a “ rep ubli­ 
can form of g overnm ent’* shall be 
g uaranteed. How this g uarantee 
m ig ht be enforced is not clear. It 
m ig ht p resent g rave difficulties. 
A p ossible ex am p le of this p rob­ 
lem is illustrated by an incident 
of which I was a w itness in 1934 
or 19 35, At a luncheon at which 
President Roosevelt, Attorney Gen­

Nerve-cracking suspense 
about

ghowdown on the steel industry's pace-setting 
negotiations for a labor contract will get tight­ 
er every day until the m atter is settled. 
As has happened before, the deadline for 
reaching agreem ent m ay turn out to be only 
an incident in the buildup of suspense. A 
shutdown, if one happens, will become part 
of a continuing strategy of pressure 
and 
m aneuver between the employers and the 
union. 
It’s all collective bargaining — the bitter 
with the better. 
One must be taken with the%other as long 
as collective bargaining is the practice of 
the land — and no one is suggesting that 
it should not be. 


THERE WILL CONTINUE to be charges 
and counter-charges of unfairness and m is­ 
representation. 
The propagandists will continue to be just 
as im portant as the negotiators. 
There will be an endless barrage of statis­ 
tics, most of them fashioned to suit the pur­ 
pose of the side that fires them. 
Politicians and public officials will scurry 
hither and yon, trying to get themselves into 
a position where they can jump at any ad­ 
vantage that offers itself. 
Emotionalism will be played to the limit. 
The flag will be waved and drum s will be 
beaten. 
Moderation will be smothered by extrem ­ 
ism. 
Wild excesses will be committed. Needless 


harm will be done. Spite will be common­ 
place. Agitators will have a big inning, and 
the jackals and hyenas of economic and so­ 
cial strife will fill their bellies and bay to 
the moon. 
Cool heads and tem pers will be hard to 
locate. There will be times when foreigners 
who do not understand either American poli­ 
tics or American industrial bargaining will 
send word home, as they have been known 
to do in the m idst of presidential elections, 
that the United States finally has got in so 
deep it never will find its way out again. 
Wounds will be inflicted. Things will be said 
and done that no one will recall with pride 
when passions have simmered down and the 
country has returned to something more near­ 
ly normal. Some of these already are in the 
record. 


WHATEVER HAPPENS, it s all part of the 
process of collective bargaining.

Never were m ore symbols of human po­ 
tentiality brought together in one dram atic 
ceremony than in the St. LawTence Seaway 
dedication at the St. Lam bert Lock near 
Montreal. 
The seaway itself symbolizes the infinite 
power of the ideas that spring from the mind 
of man when his intelligence is turned to 
construction instead of destruction. 
The staggering obstacles that had to be 
overcome to build the seaway are not to be 
overlooked either. Besides the vast mutation 
of natural geography represented by 
the 
creation of an eighth ' ‘ocean’* in the Great 
Lakes of North America, there were the 
handicaps of conflicting man-made interests 
that had to be weighed and appraised for 
generation?. 
Not the least of the problems, moreover, 
was human doubt, which will continue as 
long as the seaway exists 
Those who op­

guessed and criticized at every turn. Those

since it was opened for use last April has 
revealed shortcomings that m ay not be over­ 
come for decades.

There is no reason for the current lively 
Interest in the polio vaccine developed by 
Dr 
Albert Sabin of the University of Cin­ 
cinnati to confuse the public mind about 
Salk vaccine.

The idea was stronger than all the 
doubts that were raised against it — stronger 
than all the opposition that tried to prevent 
its realization.

THIS PLAN has been operating 
secretly for a year. The Restaurant- 
Hotel Employers Council of South­ 
ern California agreed to pay for 
this pilot pioneer legal plan if they 
had the word of the union chiefs, 
headed by John Cooper, that it 
would not be publicized. 
The m anagem ent people did not 
object to paying a half cent an 
hour per worker into a kitty which 
totals $204,000 a year. It was the 
lawyers who screamed. So every­ 
body agreed to keep it quiet for a 
year. The pact of silence has now 
expired. 
Soon this demand will be thrown 
on a thousand bargaining tables 
and will be rem em bered long after 
the steel crisis. This is the first 
real change in bargaining demands 
since a fringe became more than 
a tassle with a surrey underneath. 
The union’s first problem was to 
get lawyers for its free legal plan. 
Talent was available at the $25 
an hour fee which the labor men 
were offering for consultations. But 
the bar associations didn’t exactly 
hail the innovation. The legal so­ 
cieties pointed to crnons of ethics 
which threaten disbarm ent if law­ 
yers get mixed up with certain 
activities such as soliciting legal 
services. But these canons had a 
loophole — and the union executive 
board drove its setup right through. 


THE CANONS do not ban legal 
work done in the name of charity. 
The union promptly set up its plan 
as the Emergency Relief Fund. 
About $100,000 was thrown into it 
for the first year. A panel of law­ 
yers was selected. 
Members seeking advice on civil 
m atters go to the union, state their 
woes and are sent on to one of 
the attorneys. The legal advice is 
limited to m atters which can be 
handled in no more than two office 
interviews. 
Advice the m em bers can’t get. 
however, is how to sue another 
union m ember, or an employer or 
the unionist’s wife—if 
she's 
a 
m em ber of the same union. 
If a m ember is arrested, the 
union’s bonding company gets him 
out quickly. Each m em ber carries 
a bail bond card. The card acts 
as identification with the police— 
who like the idea and have co­ 
operated with the union council. 
The union’s lawyers will help an 
arrested member, for free, through 
the arraignm ent, plea or prelim­ 
inary hearing on a misdemeanor 
or a plea on a felony. After that 
the attorney reports back to the 
trust fund officials. Then the trus­ 
tees decide whether the member 
should have further 
free 
legal 
representation.

Lyndon Johnson's Dilemma

WASHINGTON 
President Eisenhower’s veto of 
the wheat and tobacco bills illus­ 
trates the dilemma of Sen. Lyn­ 


don B. Johnson, leader of the Sen­ 
ate Democrats. 
Johnson and his fellow Texan, 
Speaker Sam Rayburn, leader of 
the House Democrats, were able 
to m uster enough votes, but only 
a m ajority, to pass the two bills 
which they knew beforehand E i­ 
senhower didn’t like. 
But to re-pass them over a presi­ 
dential veto requires a two-thirds 
vote of both houses, far harder 
to get than a simple m ajority and 
in this situation practically im­ 
possible. 
Therefore, 
Eisenhower’s 
veto 
Thursday night just about means 
no new wheat or tobacco programs 
this year. 
In both houses the Democrats 
have a huge m ajority over the 
Republicans: 64 to 34 in the Sen­ 
ate: 283 to 153 in the House. But 
in neither house do the Democrats 
have two-thirds of the m em ber­ 
ship. 
For that, they would need 66 sen­ 
ators, or two more than they have, 
and 290 House members, or seven 
more than they have. So even if 
Democrats voted solidly, and they 
seldom do, they’d still need Re­ 
publican help to override a veto. 
Thus Eisenhower, although his 
Republicans are badly outnumber­ 
ed, has in his threat of a veto a 
mighty weapon to push the Demo­ 
cratic leadership into shaping leg­ 
islation into a form acceptable to 
him. 
This is an amazing situation, 
particularly in view of this fact: 
In the past three elctions—even 
in 1956 when Eisenhower himself 
was winning a second term — the 
voters 
trusted 
the 
Democrats 
more than the Republicans to do 
what they wanted by giving them 
control of Congress each time. 
And 
Johnson, 
who 
describes 
himself as a “prudent progres­ 
sive,” has sought a middle ground 
and with this explanation: 
That he has a responsibility for 
getting 
legislation through 
Con­ 
gress and would rather see Con­ 


gress achieve a record of legisla­ 
tion passed than create political 
issues or controversy by seeking 
legislation which may be vetoed. 
The result: He has made a pol­ 
icy of shepherding through Con­ 
gress fairly conservative legisla­ 
tion. This is: legislation which has 
a good chance of getting a m a­ 
jority vote and still falling within 
Eisenhower’s requirements. 
This Congress, like others be­ 
fore it, and despite liberals’ claims 
that the overwhelming Democratic 
victory last November was a m an­ 
date 
for 
liberal 
legislation, 
is 
m ade up of three groups: 
The reactionaries in both parties 
a fairly small gathering, on one 
end: a handful of liberals in both 
parties on the other end. and in 
the middle, by overwhelming num­ 
ber, the conservatives. 
Johnson constantly plays to that 
big middle group. At any given 
time this middle-of-the-road 
ap­ 
proach will be too progressive for 
the reactionaries, 
too 
conserva­ 
tive for the liberals. 
By 
standing 
on 
the 
middle 
ground Johnson is beginning to 
draw the fire of liberal groups and 
even non-congressional leaders in 
his own party: Members of the 
advisory council of the Democratic 
National Committee. 
They have generally taken this 
position: 
Johnson shouldn’t let himself be 
pushed, by the specter of a presi­ 
dential veto, into blessing legisla­ 
tion Eisenhower may approve. In­ 
stead, 
they contend, 
he should 
fight for far more extensive legis­ 
lation. 
Behind this reasoning is the ar­ 
gument that if the Golder legisla­ 
tion is killed by a 
Republican 
veto, the Democrats will have a 
better political issue in the 1960 
elections. 
But Johnson and Rayburn, be­ 
cause they are the Democratic 
leaders in Congress, can reply 
that they have built over the years 
a 
congressional 
record 
which 
must have pleased the voters since 
the Democrats have been given 
control of Congress in the past 
three elections despite Republican 
control of the administration.

Authoritative information on the 
true situation inside Red China has 
been leaking out lately. 
Perhaps the most significant re­ 
port 
comes 
from 
former 
Sen. 
Alexander H. Smith of New Je r­ 
sey. who recently completed a visit 
to various Asian countries as a spe­ 
cial consultant to the secretary of 
state. 


HE WRITES in a personal re­ 
port to the State Department: 
“ Our stop in Hong Kong en route 
to Formosa was most fruitful in 
giving us an objective picture of 
mainland China. We m aintain 
a 
consulate general in 
Hong Kong 
with a l a r g e well-trained staff 
which acts as a listening post re­ 
flecting the internal Chinese situa­ 
tion. When w e’ arrived there our 
new consul general, Mr. J o h n 
Steeves, had not yet arrived but 
we were well taken care of by 
Mr. Thomas Dillon, the acting con­ 
sul general. 
“ My principal observations from 
the objective Hong Kong stand­ 
point after talking both to m em ­ 
bers of our staff 
and 
with 
the 
governor general are that, so far 
as our people are concerned, they 
were unanimous in their 
feeling 
that our recognition of Communist 
China at this time would have an 
unfortunate im pact on free Asia 
and anti-Communist Chinese. 
“ Most of the smaller countries 
in southeast Asia are looking to 
U.S. 
leadership with 
regard to 
Communist recognition. They are 
aware that after nine years 
of 
recognition the British even today 
are not perm itted to have an am ­ 
bassador on the China mainland. 
“ Furtherm ore, if we recognized 
Red China, their term s of recog­ 
nition would include requiring us 
to get out of Taiwan and out of 
the Pacific entirely. In the judg­ 


ment of our staff, trade with Red 
China would really be a myth be­ 
cause the Communists are defin­ 
itely oriented to trading with other 
mem bers of the Communist bloc 
and they only trade with the West­ 
ern nations when it suits their po­ 
litical purpose to do so. 
“Their program is to increase 
their own economic potential and 
this is done at the sacrifice and 
cost of the individual ‘slaves’ of the 
ruthless Communist control. 
“ Our staff people feel that the 
claims of the Chinese Communists 
of a real 
economic 
'leap 
for­ 
w ard’ are very much overrated. 
The stepped-up economic drive and 
the establishment of the new dras­ 
tic commune system are simply at­ 
tem pts to get the people to work 
harder for the benefit of the Com­ 
munist objectives and not to raise 
living standards. 
“Their claims of increased eco­ 
nomic and agricultural production 
are vastly inflated. They claim a 
labor shortage but this is due to 
the fact that they are using the 
masses by compulsory slave driv­ 
ing. Our staff feels that the people 
are made to work so hard that a 
backfire may ultimately set in. In 
spite of these difficulties, however, 
substantial economic progress may 
be expected ” 


SEN. SMITH comments also on 
the sensational effects of the revo­ 
lution in Tibet on Asian peoples. 
He adds: 
“Certainly the events during th# 
last year have justified the Eisen- 
hower-Dulles policy of non-recogni­ 
tion of Red China and of oppos­ 
ing the entry of Red China in th# 
United N a t i o n s , Furtherm ore, 
these events have 
justified 
the 
United States position in support­ 
ing the Nationalist government and 
in making clear our attitude with 
regard to the defense of Formosa 
and the offshore islands. . . . 
“ Our long-range policy looking 
forward to perm anent world peace 
must he a policy in support of an 
ultimately free China — the key 
to a free Asia. 
“ As I have stated before, this 
does not suggest war as a m eans 
to accomplish these objectives. But 
with the passing events, the people 
of the mainland of China are be­ 
ginning to see the hideous threat 
of Communism and the danger of 
the domination of Asia 
and the 
world by Communism. 
. 
“There is evidence that their tra ­ 
ditions and c u l t u r e s and their 
spiritual inheritance are turning 
their minds toward the free world 
—and. in time, 
and without a 
shooting war. we may see them 
once more lined up with the forces 
of freedom.” 


^One And Inseparable’

The amendment to the Smith 
Act which would give the states 
concurrent power to investigate 
and punish sedition, embodied in 
HR3 and S3, was, as almost ev­ 
eryone knows, prompted by the 
Supreme 
Court 
decision 
tw o 
years ago in the case of Steve Nel­ 
son. In that case, the validity of 
the Pennsylvania law was involved. 
The hearings on the Senate bill 
provided plenty of argument con­ 
cerning the inseparability of states 
and federal government in protect­ 
ing government against Commu­ 
nism. 
Historically, there was the con­ 
cept that the federal government 
was our protector against foreign 
enemies and the states 
against 
“malice domestic.” 


COMMUNISM 
is 
the 
“ enemy 
without” and the “ enemy within” 
as well. So the common sense of 
the m atter is that the two govern­ 
mental authorities share indivisibly 
in the fight against an insidious 
enemy. 
It has seemed to me that more 
attention might be given to the 
plain intent of the Constitution, 
which in Article IV, Section 4 pro­ 
vides that: . 
“The United States shall guaran­ 
tee to every State in this Union a 
republican 
form 
of government 
and shall protect each of them 
against invasion and, on applica­ 
tion of the legislature or of the 
executive 
(when the 
legislature 
cannot be convened) against do­ 
mestic violence.” 
In this instance of Communistic 
sedition, it might be argued that 
“on application.” etc., the federal 
government should provide internal 
security against the “domestic viol­ 
e n c e ” inherent in teaching that 
government should be overthrown 
by force or violence, 
which is 
Communism. 
But the more important stricture 
of this section is that a “ republi­ 
can form of government” shall be 
guaranteed. 
How this guarantee 
might be enforced is not clear. It 
might present grave difficulties. 
A possible example of this prob­ 
lem is illustrated by an incident 
of which I was a witness in 1934 
or 1935, At a luncheon at which 
President Roosevelt, Attorney Gen­ 
eral Cummings and Felix Frank­ 
furter. then a professor at Harvard, 
were present, the question of Huey 
Long’s 
practical 
dictatorship 
in 
Louisiana was discussed. 


THE PRESIDENT cited the con­ 
stitutional provision guaranteeing a 
republican 
form 
of 
government 
and asserted that certainly Louis­ 
iana was not enjoying such a re­ 
gime under Huey Long. The sug­ 
gestion 
was 
made 
that 
federal 
forces might, be used to enforce 
the guarantee. 


Both Cummings and Frankfurter 
Interposed 
heated 
objections 
to 
such a course, and the President 
dropped the subject. This sugges­ 
tion was not seriously made. It was 
one of those things he called his 
“ brain storm s.” But the two law­ 
yers mentioned certainly were se­ 
rious about their objections. 
The answer to the problem is 
not federal interference but author­ 
ity within the state not only to pro­ 
tect its own form of government 
but to make sure that it shall not 
be a breeding ground for a nation­ 
al network. 
•It is, 'as Attorney General Louis 
C. Wyman of New Hampshire said 
in 
the 
hearings, 
“inconceivable 
that the federal government might 
be destroyed without also destroy­ 
ing the safety, security and sover- 
eighty of the individual states.” 
It is also true that it is incon­ 
ceivable that the federal govern­ 
ment can be secure without the 
utmost 
cooperative 
effort 
with 
states 
toward 
investigating 
and 
prosecuting subversion, wherever 
it has its origin. 
This should be clear even to the 
quibbling lawyers who have been 
opposing H&3 and S3. 
The decision 
of the 
Supreme 
Court recently in the case of Up- 
haus v. New Hampshire (which 
was initiated and argued by Mr. 
W’yman) 
clears 
the 
atmosphere 
considerably. It held that “ a state 
could proceed with prosecutions for 
sedition against the state itself: 
that it can legitimately investigate 
in this area follows.” 
However, since this case was 
decided by a bare m ajority of 
one, the only safe course is an act 
of Congress clearly providing that 
the states shall have concurrent 
jurisdiction in the field of sedition.

Paym ents will be made on shorn 
wool and unshorn lambs marketed 
between April I, 1958. and March 
31. 1959. 


Shorn wool payments for t h e 
1958 m arketing year — the fourth 
year of the wood incentive pro­ 
gram — will amount to 70 3 per 
cent of the dollar return each pro­ 
ducer received from the sale of 
shorn wool that year. 


This will result in an incentive 
payment of $70.30 for every $100 
received from the sale of shorn 
I wool. 
The payment rate on sales of 
unshorn lambs to compensate for 
the wool on them will be $1.02 per 
hundredweight of the live animal 
sold. The payment is based on the 
shorn wool payment, and is de­ 
signed 
to 
discourage 
unusual 
shearing of lambs before m ark et­ 
ing. 
Because the average price of 
mohair — 72.3 cents a pound — 
was above the mohair price sup­ 
port of 70 cents, no payments will 
be m ade on mohair sold in the 
1958 marketing year.

others. Ear surgery is the last 
resort. When certain other inner 
ear conditions cause the dizziness, 
head noises and deafness of true 
Meniere’s disease, doctors refer 
to it as Meniere’s syndrome, 
meaning B group of symptoms.

• Meniere’s Disease 


A. True Meniere’s disease is due 
to accumulation of excess fluid 
within the inner ear but what 
causes this water-logging is un­ 
known. Most medical treatment 
is aimed at drying out the af­ 
fected parts. Special diets and 
drugs are used with good results 


in some cases, not so good in 
others. Ear surgery is the last 
resort. When certain other inner 
ear conditions cause the dizziness, 
head noises and deafness of true 
Meniere’s disease, doctors refer 
to it as Meniere’s syndrome, 
meaning a group of symptoms. 
Here, the chances for a cure may 
be better than in true Meniere's 
disease. For example, the inner 
ear condition causing the symp­ 
toms may be due to an allergic 
upset. If so, treat the allergy and 
the ear symptom* clear up.

There was no immediate indica­ 
tion of how many Negroes would 
be admitted to white schools when 
schools are opened.

said it would operate under the 
Arkansas pupil placement law in 
assigning students.
